"4th — That  they  be  allowed  to  light  up  twice 
In  the  afternoon,  that  they  have  a Pint  of  mixed 
beer  half  Ale  and  half  Strong  the  first  time,  and  at 
the  other  a Pint  of  Ale  each  Man. 

"5th — That  they  be  allowed  Cold  Meat,  and 
Bread,  and  Cheese  for  Supper,  one  Quart  of  Ale 
each  Man,  with  one  Pint  of  strong  Beer  a Man  after 
Supper.

Reasons  given  by  representative's  of 
the  oil  industry  in  British  Columbia 
for  this  week’s  latest  increa.ses  in  gasoline 
and  light  fuel  oil  prices  are  vague  and 
un-satUfactory.  ITie  industry  muj-murf 
something  about  the  higher  exchange 
value  of  the  United  States  dollar,  but 
when  a.sked  for  an  explanation  why  con- 
sumers were  not  given  the  benefit  when 
the  Canadian  dollar  wa.s  at  a high  premium 
In  the  pa.*rt.  hastily  shifts  its  ground  and 
say.s  that  for  purpo.ses  of  gasoline  price 
calculation  the  dollar  exchange  position 
Is  viewed  on  a long-term  hasls. 

Just  what  is  meant  by  “long  term"  one 
Is  left  to  gues.s.  Admittedly  basinos* 
between  distributor  and  retailer,  and  be- 
tween retailer  and  roasumer,  would  be- 
come too  complicated  if  the  prices  o! 
gasoline  were  to  be  varied  with  every 
fluctuation  of  the  exchange  rate.  Never- 
theles.s  the  period  during  which  the  Cana- 
dian dollar’  remained  high  certainly  could 

The  Facts 

NO  one  ever  suggested*  that  graft  per- 
meated the  spending  of  the  huge 
national  military  budget,  so  that  in  knock- 
ing this  straw  effigy  down  after  be  acts 
it  up  Mr  Ralph  Campney  add.s  exactly 
nil  to  Liberal  defense  of  government 
spending  habits.  What  was  not  merely 
suggested,  however,  but  instead  docu- 
mented in  cold  fact  was  the  waste  and 
inefficiency  disclosed  by  the  Currie  report 
on  the  operations  of  the  Petawawa  camp.

A Strange 

IS  surprising  that  If  as  he  says  the 
suhiect  will  offend  many  honest  Cana- 
diaas  Mr.  St.  Laurent  should  mention  the 
appointment  of  an  ambassador  to  the 
Vatican  at  all.  Also  if  the  matter  Ls  one 
for  future  consideration  only  there  would 
seem  to  be  no  point  in  dlsajssing  it.  ever 
when  addressing  a Quebec  audience  during 
an  election  campaign. 

The  prime  minister  did  rtot  explain 
either  why  it  should  be  deemed  neces.sary 
for  this  cotintry  !o  have  an  amhas-sador 
accredited  to  the  V’atican.  There  ran  be 
no  overpowering  secular  affairs  that  suf- 
• fer  because  there  is  not  and  never  has 
been  .such  a rcprcsentatiN’e,  and  If  there 


be  described  as  a long  term  when  taken 
as  a factor  In  the  determination  of  prices. 
Why  was  that  advantage  not  passed  on  tc 
the  public  then?  Why  also,  in  connection 
with  this  week's  price  boost,  does  a varia- 
tion In  the  exchange  rate  equivalent  to  a 
quarter  of  a cent  on  the  gallon  double 
it.self  by  the  time  the  consumer  Is  reached? 

Tw  o increases  in  gasoline  and  oil  prices 
within  four  months  are  more  than  the 
public  should  be  asked  to  accept  without 
being  shown  clear  and  convincing  prool 
that  they  are  warranted.  It  is  encourag- 
ing to  note  that  the  British  Columbia 
Automobile  Association  Is  not  prepared 
to  take  this  second  boost  l>ing  dwTi.  and 
has  undertaken  to  engage  eXfierU  to  try 
to  gel  to  the  bottom  of  it  Although  nc 
longer  under  government  regulation.  ga.so- 
line  and  fuel  oils  remain  classified  as 
public  utilities,  and  the  public  has  a right 
to  assurance  that  the  Industry  is  not 
taking  advantage  of  its  release  from 
control. 


Are  There 

Added  to  this  there  came  later  the 
comments  made  by  the  auditor-general 
Mr.  Watson  Sellars,  the  official  appointed 
by  parliament  to  keep  an  eye  on  ^1  gov. 
emment  expenditures,  indicating  serious 
flaws  and  irregularitie.s  in  army  account- 
ing methods.  It  is  this,  rank  wasteful 
inoffirienej',  that  Ls  the  chief  basis  of 
criticism  of  profligate  Liberal  spending. 
If  there  Is  disorder  and  mismanagement 
in  one  branch  of  the  government  service* 
it  is  fairly  safe  to  assume  these  practices 
are  general. 

Playing  politics  on  hU  own  bat,  as  are 
all  election  candidates  these  days,  Mr. 
Campney's  praise  of  the  cabinet  of  which 
ho  Is  a member  and  his  defense  of  its 
operations  can  b<*  appropriately  discounted. 
After  all,  it  was  a colleague  of  his  who- at 
the  time  of  the  presentation  of  the  Currie 
report  told  a Victoria  audiemv  that  It  was 
more  convenient  to  li.st  horses’  names  or 
the  Petawawa  payroll  than  men's  names, 
an  ingenuous  statement  but  one  that 
scarcely  invites  confidence  in  the  defen.se 
department  or  Us  methods  of  operation. 

Utterance 

are  it  was  his  duty,  having  raised  the  sub- 
ject, to  go  hirther  and  Illustrate  in  detal 
just  why  he  thinks  an  appointment  of  this 
nature  di'sirable. 

It  will  not  escape  noticp  that  the  prime 
minister  added  that  if  the  matter  rested 
only  with  himself  and  his  cabinet  col- 
leagues the  appointment  could  be  made, 
presumably  tomorrow  if  need  be.  Thl« 
’may  suggest  to  many  people  that  if  the 
St.  l^urent  regime  is  returned  to  power 
on  Augu.st  10  one  of  Us  first  act.s  will  be 
to  extend  Us  diplomatic  liaisoas  In  thl* 
direction.  There  .ire  many  Canadians  ic 
whom  this  thought  will  prove  vcr>'  unat- 
tractive.

Sir.— As  far  as  I know  there  Is  here  in 
British  Columbia  a law.  yet.  against  obnoxious 
weeds.  One  of  the  worst  of  those.  In  my 
opinion.  Is  the  thistle  the  it  Canadian  or  what 
have  you).  For  yean  past  I have  been  going 
along  a stretch  of  the  Island  Highway.  cio«e 
by.  with  a shovel,  In  spring  and  early  summer, 
to  exterminate  the  tro^  of  thistles  which 
sprang  up  there  every  jrear.  Public  works 
rrews  usually  only  went  alter  them  after  they 
had  shed  their  seed  all  around;  and.  so  far, 
it  seems  they  have  now  disappeared  along 
that  stretch. 

But  the  present  govenunem  public  works 
U atiU  one  of  the  greatest  offenders  of  this 
law.  Walking  along  Station  Road  to  a direc- 
tors' meeting  of  the  Metchosin  Farmers'  In- 
stitute at  Luxton.  on  July  10,  I aaw  within  a 
stone’s  throw  of  the  public  works  buildings, 
opposite  the  former  Bray  fera  there,  on  the 
roed  ellowance.  the  moct  luxuiioue  crop  of 
theee  pests,  hundreds.  If  not  thousands,  of 
them.  1 have  ever  seen.  A motorist  might 
not  notice  them,  reedy  to  eratter  their  prolific 
crop  of  seed  all  over  the  country  side. 

If  and  when  thoee  particular  pests  are  rut 
down.  1 hope  they  wUI  gather  and  bum  them 
right  sway.  This  Is  sbeolulely  necessary,  as 
I found  out  the  flfvt  year  I was  in  Canada, 
in  1977,  In  Happy  VsUey,  after  I had  cut  down 
eonw  thtsties  on  a small  farm  there,  while 
only  in  bud-atate.  not  knowing  this  pest; 
though  cut  down  those  buds  ripened  snd 
scattered  their  seed.

ONE  of  the  significant  develop- 
ments in  this  election  campaign 
Is  that  In  the  midst  of  the  greatest 
prosperity  we  have  ever  known,  the 
throe  opposition  parties  are  unani- 
mous in  asserting  that  the  economic 
outlook  is  really  quite  serious. 

Gehrge  Ilees.  a Progres.slve  Con- 
servative MP  In  the  last  Parliament 
and  a confidant  of  George  Drew,  said 
at  Burks  Falls.  Ont.,  last  week  that 
"our  export  trade  for  the  first  live 
months  of  this  year  ha*  fallen  off  by 
8 per  cent  ...  If  the  present  trend 
continues,  we  can  expect  that  negf 
year  the  Income  of  the  average  Cana- 
dian will  be  considerably  lower  than  It 
la  today." 

.SodlalUt  leader  M.  J.  Coldwell  put 
his  finger  on  another  soft  spot  when 
he  said  over  the  CBC  Friday  that  In 
19Ti2  "the  net  Income  of  farm  oper- 
ators was  almost  $200,000,000  le.ss 
than  the  year  before,  a drop  of  nearly 
10  per  cent  In  Income  . . . Tlte  sur- 
pluses are  beginning  to  pile  up.  We 
must  take  action  Immediately  to  itop 
the  madness  of  the  thirties  from  over- 
taking us  again." 

SocUl  Credit  leader  Solon  Low  said 
at  Edmonton  that  surpluses  are  In- 
rrea.slng.  merchants'  books  tre  loaded 
with  credit  sales,  farm  prices  are 
dropping,  and  the  employment  pic- 
ture Is  darkening.  For  many  Cana- 
dian.*. he  said,  "the  depression  li  on."

The  Liberals  nflmmtze  the  country’s 
economic  trouble.*  like  Health  Min* 
ister  Paul  Martin,  who  made  the  un- 
qualified statement  to  a CBC  audi- 
ence July  13  that  “limes  are  good.* 
Indeed,  they  have  never  been  better." 

"In  terms  of  both  volume  snd 
value.”  Prime  Minister  St.  Laurent 
said  St  Windsor  June  22.  "our  Im- 
{mrts  snd  exports  are  at  the  highest 
level  vet  " 

iThal  sounds  reassuring  -until  you

And  he  added  that 
while  protectionist  sentiment  Is  In- 
creasing In  the  U.S,  "the  damage 
thus  far  has  not  been  serious.  '

It’s  now  a matter  of  record  no 
longer  one  of  argument  --  that  we 
have  lost  our  market  In  Britain  for 
foodstuffs,  lumber  and  other  com- 
modities. Liberal  cabinet  ministers 
admit  that  privately,  although  they 
hedge  In  public. 

As  the  BrliUh  market  dried  up  un- 
der the  twin  suns  of  their  dollar 
shortage  and  our  high  pr^-ev.  we 
were  most  fortunsle  in  flrullng  alter- 
native markets  In  the  U-S.  for  many 
of  our  exports.

France  appears  as  the  sole  represent- 
ative of  continental  Europe. 

By  what  logic? 

In  Napoleon’s  time  the  French  were 
(he  most  numerous,  ambitious.  an«l 
mitiUrtly  strongesl  people  In  Europe. 
l>*sw  than  two  generations  later 
France  was  defeated,  not  by  Germany 
but  by  Prussia  alone.  T«>day.  Fran«  e 
is  numerically  the  third  European 
power  on  the  Eurasian  mainland,  in- 
ferior in  numbers  to  West  Germany 
and  Italy.  If  Great  Britain  is  in- 
cluded In  Europe.  Frarjr*  represents 
only  16  per  cent  of  its  population.  If 
only  (he  West  European  mainland  is 
counted,  France  still  repre.senta  tmder 
18  per  lent. 

* * * 

The  French  claim  to  be  a great 
power  retis  only  on  her  empire.  But 
even  her  North  African  colonies,  from 
which  she  augmented  her  troop*  In 
two  world  wars,  are  seething  with 
rehclllon. 

Politically.  France  U Europe’s  most 
unstable  nation  wdth  a coastltution 
that  makes  It  Impossible  for  any  gov- 
ernment to  stay  In  power  Jong  enough 
to  affect  the  most  urgent  measures. 
Indusirlslly  and  for  no  reason  in- 
herent In  nature  Prsn»-e  Is  Inferinf 
to  West  Ormsny,  and  hsd  Italy  th# 
French  resources  she  would  be  Indus- 
tfialiy  suptTior  to  Fran«e. 

Continental  Europe  la  today  a 
power  and  defense  vacuum.  Like 
Korea  fanolher  peninsula)  western 
Europe  Is  act-essihle  to  land  armies, 
and  is  now  wide  open  on  the  unpro- 
te«'ted  marrhe*  from  Siberia  to  the 
Rhine.  The  problem  li  not  primarily 
ideological  but  mlUiary  and  geo- 
graphic. 

Only  the  combined  power  of  af1 
western  Europe  mn  fill  Ihia  vacuum. 
But  In  a united  Europe  the  role  of 
France  would  be  reduced  to  Its  appro- 
priate place,  and  it  la  this  which  th« 
French  will  not  arrept,  clinging  to  a 
fiction  of  power,  and  trying  to  In- 
crease real  power  by  decreasing  that 
of  others  in  a situation  that  demanda 
all  the  power  available.

In  this  ambition  Rusaia  la  aided  by 
the  great  power  complex  of  Ger- 
many'! weatem  neighbor,  and  by  tha 
reluctance  of  the  United  Stale*  u> 
rhalknge  the  Uluakms  of  our  ever- 
favorite  ruition.
